Relates Incidents of 


Lincoln* 


.HAVE voted for Henry 
I Clay. I have listened to

This is Alban Jasper Conant's ver- 


dict on life after almost a hundred 
years of experience 
He gave it the 


other day sitting in the Tenth street 
Xew York studio he has occupied for 
32 years. 
Although the dav -was 


leading on to a balcony. The cool 
wind ruffled his white hair, but he 
seemed to mind it as little as if he 
had been one of the portraits on the 
•walls and easels around him.

Seen 
at first as a mere elevation breaking 
the line of the horizon, its real majes- 
ty and beauty becomes apparent as 
>ou draw nearer to it and see its 
great forests, its purple shadows, its 
rugeed escarpments. 
It was like a 


mountain that Lincoln towered above 
other men. and the nearer you came 
to him the more conscious you were 
of the greatness and the beauty of his 
character. 


HE SAW LINCOLN IX 1860. 


''The first time I saw him was in 


September, 1960, two months before 
the Presidential election. I had been 
commissioned by the Hon. William 
ilcPherson of St. Louis, where I was 
living then, to go to Springfield and 
l><iint a portrait o!"

Painting Lincoln's portrait m his 


office during the excitement of 
the 


campaign was not without its diffi- 
culties. 
There were constant inter- 


ruptions. 
People f!ock°<1 to see the 


candidate, either on actual Vimness 
or out of mere curiosity 
Finally Mr. 


Conant hit on the expedient of placing 
a long bench behind him and having 
the visitors sit there. This proved to 
be a stroke of genius. It not only 
allowed Mr. Lincoln to sit where, 
from the painter's point of view, he 
belonged, but it enabled him to talk 
1o his friends without quitting his 
pose. 
This wa"s precisely what the 


artist wanted, for it gave him the ex- 
pression of animation and interest he 
was determined to get in his can- 
vas 
So, with Lincoln in front of 


him and a bench full of callers be- 
hind him. he worked till he finished 
the portrait, which hasbecorne fam- 
mous now as the "Smiling Lincoln."

Conant, "Mrs. Lincoln came down to 
have a look at it before I took it 
flway. And from her \-erdirt. as she 
expressed it.

He com- 
bined the distinction of being one of the 
most dashing men about town, gamesters 
and horse racers with the further great- 
ness of being- a really capable and broad 
minded statesman. 


A curioss eld letter, written tv FOT. 


bobbed up for sale the other day Iti Lon- 
don, a letter written to a certain Lord 
Concannon. offering for sale a perfectly 
good race horse of Fox's that had cost 
$750 and was worth the 
money, 
but

was willing to sell for J600. 
PROBABLY HE NEEDED THE MONEY. 


One suspect? that one 
reason the 


statesman was willing to take $600 was 
that he was on his uppers, a situation 
not unusual with Charles James Fox. 
This brilliant and versatile young man— 
he really was both those things—wa? the 
second son and spoiled child of Lord Hol- 
land, whose principal claim to distinction 
was that he had eloped with a 
great 


granddaughter of Charles the 
Second.

Lord Holland never rouM bear to deny 


the child anything ho wanted. Once while 
his father was winding a watch, young 
Charles breezed in.

cried his son, whereupon the indulgent 
parent handed him the watch, faying:

Holland was Secretary of War. his son

Fox made the regular "grand tour" of 
Europe, which all sons of the British no- 
bilitv regarded as part of their education 
m the Eighteenth Century.

French manufacure .In England. lie was 
given a seat on the board of admiralty, 
and they used to say tJiat he spent so 
much time In gambling houses that It was 
often necessary for the clerks from the 
admiralty office to hunt him up at Al- 
mack's, or some similar resort, and hand 
him papers which demanded his signature. 
Fox would sign the papers with ono 
hand while playing his cards with the 
other. 


Fox had entered the srorernment service 


under Lord North, and In spite of the time 
t-n rlmotert to dissipation hp wat reallv 
valuable 
But Lord" North was not the 


easiest man in the world to set along 
with and Fox. accustomed from childhood 
to having his own way. soon found his 
domineering ways intolerable. Although 
Fox was appointed a lord of the treasury 
in 1773. he was dropped the next vear 
because he had succeeded In antagonizing 
both Lord North and the king, which was 
falrlv good antagonizing for a young man 
of 24. The kins hated him because Fox 
opposed a bill providing stern restrictions 
about the marrfago of any Wood relative 
of the king, t'^x's motner uaa tome tn 
royal blood and It was Just such marriages 
as hers that the bill was designed to pre- 
vent.

Yet, the mere size* of such 
donations demonstrates that charity 
has evolved financial geniuses of the 


To administer such properties re- 


quires abilty of the exceptional kind. 
Such ability should and undoubtedly 
•will command a salary commensurate 
with the importance of its 
under- 


takings. 


To capitalize industry is a. feat re- 


quiring training and capcity. even 


fwhen based on production that as- 
'sures returns. Ho-w much more won- 
derful, however, is the capitalization 
of charity, from which the investor 
can expect no financial reward. 


gcod faith of the New York workers, 
such an enormous undertaking natu- 
raiiy gives rise to one sob?r thought. 
Does the success of a $4,000.000 cam- 
paign militate against the success of 
oilier worthy charities that also must 
se?k assistance from th» public purs*? 
Recent attmeptft to collect for chari- 


ties, particularly hospitals, in the post- 
offices of the land, have been heard of. 
Particularly in St. Louis was there a 
considerable argument ov*r th« matter, 
when th* pOftuuBter th*i* voiced decided 


objections to the plan. An editorial In 
the St. Louis Tirr.es suTtia ths situation 
as follows: 


A point which ought not to be over- 
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master Selph ard the officers of the 
Hospital Saturday and Sunday Asso- 
ciation, is that the Postmaster Is r,ot 
likely to diminish the efficiency of the

sufficient 


handicap for those who so to 
the 


Poytoffice. without the addition of 
other duties. 


Moreover, as it Is the Postmaster 


who is responsible for the work of 
the Postoffice, it would seem fair to 
presume that he ought to be per- 
mitted to conduct his office !n his 
own way. 


Again we suggest that the Hospital 


Association is not likely to lose any- 
thing by the exclusion of collectors 
from the Postoffice. There will be no 
lack of places where those who wish 
to give may do so; and we would not 
assume that the officers of .the asso- 
ciation desire any contributions which 
are not made in a wholly voluntary 
manner.

They point out the fact which is familiar to all of us 
mat aiseaet* is more rapiaiy couveiea into uie !,..»- 
Urn by inhalation of the breath of the invalid than 
by any other method except perhaps by inoculation. 


In many cases the contact of the lips Is literally a 


kiss of death. The mouth of the human is always 
full of germ life. No matter how often or how thor- 
oughly It be cleansed the germs are there, waiting for 
a chance to start an infection. 
Tuberculosis, diph- 


theria, blood poison, and a hundred other germ hordes 
are often present even in the apparently sound and 
healthful Individual. 


Ona of the first rules posted by fighters of tuber- 


culosis in the homes of the sick is that no kissing 
shall be permitted between the patient and any other 
members of the family 
It is a safeguard that pre- 


serves thousands of lives when observed. 


For a generation war has been waged upon the 


kissing habit We kiss in our homes and custom de- 
mands that we kiss in public places, and the habit 
Is growing/ Kissing is full of peril, and It is not only 
a fond but a wise mother who hangs a real or Imag- 
ing plawurd <tbCTd the tiiby s head: "Please don't 
kiss the baby." 


How often a child's nurse on her course through 


the park is arrested by gushing girls and older wom- 
en who "just adore children and must kiss the little 
angel." Instead of regarding the trespasser as only 
Impertinent and ill bred, her offense should be pun- 
ishable by law.

Interruptions Always Annoy Him. 


When dictating be walks up and down the 


room and talks in clear, short sentences. If 
any one thing can'really annoy him it is to 
be interrupted when answering his corres- 
pondence. Though he gives careful attention 
to every letter and petition he is known to 
be a rapid worker, often answering as many 
as 800 letters a day. After he finishes his 
letters he goes over the newspaper clippings 
of German and foreign publications, sent to 
him for his censorship. This does not mean 
a rapid reading, for he often makes notes on 
this reading. To save time he transacts much 
of his unimportant business over the telephone. 
The men working for him say that they can 
expect a telephone communication any time 
between 4 in the morning and midnight 


He does not answer all of his corres- 


pondence at one time, 
for by 9:30 or 10 


o'clock he is ready to take a walk with the 
Empress through his beautiful estate at Pots- 
dam, or in the deer p^rk in Berlin. Even when 
taking this morning constitutional he walks 
rapidly, as if he could sot afford to waste 
time. Then he enters his auto and hurries 
to Berlin, where he meets his chancellor, and 
they usually begin their important business 
by a friendly chat

jfe is known to have met.his ministers at 


railroad stations or on the parade srounds. 
When the reichsta; is in sessioa he usually 
goes there and follows the discussions with 
much interest If he is away for a day he 
not only receives the reports, but the results 
of the day's special meetings.

session the report is sent to the minister of 
the interior, who forwards it to his majesty. 
When he is in town and cannot visit the reich- 
stag the reports are condensed and for- 
warded to him by dispatch or pneumatic tube.

luncheon, which is a short, impromptu affair, 
Iiniit<*d to three dishes, one of winch nstif'ity 
includes steak and mashed potatoes.

luncheon his majesty meets foreign ambassa- 
dors. By 4:30 he has his auto ready to take 
him back to Potsdam, where he has afternoon 
tea with his family and some of his children.

pondence until supper time, which is at 7. 
When the family are alone, or with a few 
friends, dinner is usually over by 8, and then 
they go into the music room, where the em- 
press, who is a fine musician, furnishes an 
informal musical program. 


The guests leave at 10 and by 11 o'clock 


the emperor is asleep, unless he goes to tb£ 
theater or the opora.

Traveling Doesn't interfere with Work- 
When traveling he works as Tiard as when 


at home, for jffe keeps in touch with every 
part of the machinery of the government. He 
always has a large staff of officials traveling 
with him. All telegraphic messages ar,> pre- 
sented at once. When his majesty hunts he 
bns a sppoinl mfssonsrr ?" nffr him in case 
important messages are to be delivered. He 
is often awakened out of his sleep to read 
some important message, and has been known 
to take his auto car a&d hasten to Berlin 
after midnight. Besides these telegraphic and 
telephone calls, he is constantly receiving mes- 
sages by couriers which must be answered. 


He uses much of his leisure time in read- 


ing about the industrial conditions of other 
countries, and is especially interested in the 
subject of American factories and railroads. 
He takes fpw vacations, fvfu in summer, ex- 
cept when'cruising on his yacht, the Hohen- 
zollem, but here again he is in close communi- 
cation witn aiiairs at home and abroad, and 
does a great deal of work. 


He is a hustler in the fullest sense of the 


word, and has such an appreciation 
for 


American energy that when he wishes to com- 
pliment Americans he says, "I can use only 
Americans for my work." He is a thorough 
business man. and has studied all the im- 
portant industries of Europe and America. He 
_has been most enthusiastic in improving the 


building new docks. He owns a large porcelain 
factory which he visits frwjnently, and every 
check paid out is signed by. him.

T would be hard to find a more capablt 
housekeeper than the empress of Germany. 
j Her ideal is service: she has devotee 
her life to serving her country, her hus- 


band, and her children. She believes that this 
is woman's highest and only mission, and that 
women are happy as long as they keep to this 
ideal. The empress has never interfered in 
sEairs of state, and the dazzle o£ court lilr 
has meant little to her. But she has always- 
found joy caring for the comforts of the em- 
peror, looking after her children, and manag- 
ing her household. 


When the Kaiser calls for his wife he 


finds her engrossed in the many departments 
of her housekeeping lore in which she is so 
proficient 
Though she does not go into the 


kitchen and order her groceries and meats as 
do her subjects, the chief steward comes to her 
study every morning and they plan the menus 
for luncheon sad dinner together. She often 
suggests new dishes and makes changes in the 
menus as they are presented. For she keeps 
many cook books in ber study and is always 
on the lookout for ne.w recipes. 


Emperor us a 
Recipe Scout." 


The emperor when on his travels often no- 


tices new dishes, gets the recipes, and brings 
them home to his wife. These she keeps in a 
large album, and she has her chefs try them 
from time to time. This is only a small part 
of her morning's, work, for she makes a daily 
tour of her apartments and those which her 
husband occupies and sees that they are kept 
ia perfect order. Like most, good housekeepr 
ers, she looks in. the corners for dust and has 
been seen rubbing';her finger more than "once 
across a window siH She keeps a close sye oa 
her maids and butlers to see that they are 
doing their work thoroughly. 
v 


'The empress does not believe in foolish ex- 


travagance in dressing any more than in con- 
ducting her palace. 
Though her tailored suits 


and her dinner gowns are made outside, she 
Keeps a aressmaKer busy all the year round 
remodeling her gowns and those for her daugh- 
ter. 


It is said that she commands her regiment 


as well as the emperor does his great army. 
She expects her servants to do their work 
properly just as she does her part, and she 
claims that she has no trouble with her maids 
because she gives, them such 
comfortable, 


cheerful rooms that they do not care about 
going out a great deal. 


She is so thrifty- that none of the house- 


keeping bills are paid without receiving her 
O. K. She keeps an account book and has it 
balanced every month. If she finds her bills 
tao large she gives orders to the clefs and ott- 
ers to cut down their expenses. 


As a girl she was taught to make her own 


dresses and hats, and continued to do part of 
her dressmaking for herself when she was first 
married. But the emperor says that their in- 
come is large enough now, so that this is no 
longer necessary. Occasionally she goes to her 
closets, which are large rooms filled with won- 
derful linens, china made in the Berlin porce- 
lain factory and in Meissen, and with splendid 
silver service. The table cloths are rolled on 
wooden rollers to keep them from creasing, 
and the silver is all numbered and kept in 


1 cases. The china is especially beautiful; some 
of the old Meissen is no longer manufactured, 
but this fine service is only brought out on • 
state occasions. The plainer service is used 
ordinarily. 


Dinner is served at 1, and this meal is usu- 


ally tatcc with families of their SOES and ttcir 
wives. The courses are generally not more 
than five and are simple; such typical German 
dishes as sausages, saner kraut, and struddles • 
often find a place on tbc menu.

Washington Capital rioaei 


Walter B. Griffin, the Chicago architect who won 


a large prize for designing the group of buildings 
for the new Australian capital, was in the citj* the 
other day en route home from the antipodes on a 
vacation trip. In some of its general plans and ap- 
pearance, Mr. Grifiin said the oiher evening before 
going east that the nev capital will resemble Wash- 
ington. The prime object of the new city is for 
governmental and not commercial purposes, and in- 
volves the accommodation of deliberative and edu- 
cative activities which demand an air of quiet and 
retirement. The arrangement and treatment of the 
public buildings, therefore, are governed by archi- 
tectural rather than traffic considerations, and de- 
mand homogeneous treatment which must dominate 
all other constructions. The present commonwealth 
of Australia was formed in 1900 by a federation of 
the several Australian colonies, and the constitution 
provided for the establishment of a capital city to 
be located in a federal district owned by the general 
government, so as to be independent of the individual 
states. This arrangement is based upon that of 
Washington, located in the District of Columbia. The 
territory selected has an area of about 900 square 
miles. The site prescribed for the city, five miles 
square, exclusive of suburbs, is in the northern part 
of the district, about 170 miles southwest from Syd- 
ney, 300 miles northeast from Melbourne and 170 
miles from the east coast. Its average elevation is 
2000 feet above sea level, but it includes mountain 
ranges with peaks rising, to the height of over 6000 
feet. Across the site flows the Molongio river, a 
sluggish stream 300 feet wide, but subject to floods. 
The water supply will be obtained by gravity from 
the Cotton river, which is satisfactory both as to 
quality and purity, and is a mountain stream, having 
a mean flow of over 50,000,000 gallons daily,

Melville E. Stone, managing head of the Associated Press, 


fcas given his definition of what a newspaper should be, for the 
benefit of the school of journalism, attached to Columbia Uni- 
versity, founded and endowed by Joseph Pulitzer. 


"I believe the newspaper, to fulfill its mission perfectly, should 


first furnish the information upon which the citizen may form a 
judgment for his guidance in both his business and political rela- 
tions; second, it should be aii intelligent present?.^™ »*A discus- 
sion of public questions and fairly lead the citizen in the paths of 
business and civic righteousness; third, it may contribute prop- 
erly to the entertainment of the reader." 


The Sacramento Bee remarks that Mr. Stone should have 


of the hands of the sheriff, is to get readers. In our opinion 
that is a detail that relates to method rather than purpose. Of 
course a newspaper cannot be popular with the public unless it 
presents its news in an intelligent, entertaining way, but in de- 
nning what a newspaper should be Mr. Stone was grouping prin- 
ciples rather than methods. The Bee is right, of course, but 
tha^ does riot provp that Mr. Stone was wrong in his statement 
of the essentials of a good newspaper. 


A newspaper may be bright, vivacious, entertaining %"<\ c'tc- 


cessful in getting subscribers, and still not be a good newspaper. 
The first duty to a newspaper is to print the news fairly and fully 
and comment on it honestly and intelligently. The literary dress 
in which it presents its news and its views has a great deal to 
do with its popularity with the reading public, but as was before 
stated, this is a matter of method, not principle. 


Mr. Stone is an old, experienced newspaper man who was a 


successful journalist and publisher before he took the manage- 
ment of the Associated Press. He applied the same principles or 
canons to the collection, dissemination and editing of the news 
handled by the association that he found effective in the conduct 
of his own newspaper — save that he has been compelled by the 
exigencies of the situation to eliminate humorous and entertain- 
ing features from the news he handles. Nevertheless he is correct 
in saying that the reading public demands more than a truthful 
statement of the daily events happening throughout the world. 


presentation of news, headlining and relative importance 
to the narration of events are matters of judgment largely 


determining the success and popularity of the newspaper. Sup- 
pressing news or giving it false color, let it be done ever so deftly 
and gracefully, is a perversion of the functions of a newspaper. 
It misinforms and misleads, and while it may succeed for a time 
ultimately leads to detection and loss of respect and influence. 
Some newspapers gain many readers, but few followers because 
the people who buy them for their -racy style and entertaining 
features regard them with scorn and contempt as advisers and 
instructors.

Others are so partisan that they will neither print the news 


truthfully nor discuss rpublie questions fairly; such journals 
justify their defects on the^greuad that anything contrary to 
their ideas is wrong and nothing wrong should be published. 
Such journals are rarely successful in the financial sense, and 
usually fall into ruts. They appeal to class interests and preju- 
dices and become negligible factors in their respective commun- 
ities. 


Gaining readers is not always the criterion of merit, but 


without readers a newspaper is like Othello, without an occupa- 
tion. As the Bee says its first necessity is a reading constitu- 
ency. When that end is achieved, the principles enunciated by 
JUT. e>tone appjy. A uim, imluU;xcatiu£, prejudiced and p-rtisrr. 
journal, which makes its editorial page a vehicle for personal 
iikes and dislikes, prejudices, fads or intolerant views, is not a 
newspaper in the true sense and never can have more than a 
temporary success.

nor if Hiram Johnson becomes a candidate for Senator is not 
vastly important. It merely indicates the state of Mr. Heney's 
mind and his anxiety to get some kind of office. Perhaps he 
needs the money, but his necessities have created no call from 
the people to be a candidate for anything. As he cannot be 
elected either to the Senate or to the Governor's chair, his an- 
nounced candidacy for the latter place simply advertises the fact 
f hat he is determined to make a disturbance if he is not provided 
for. 
He proposes to make trouble for the Progressives unless 


they take care of him. 


Governor Johnson's candidacy for the Senate is predicated 


on John Eshelman, president of the Railroad Commission, being 
a candidate for Governor. Mr. Eshelman will only consent to run 
that Governor Johnson may be free to make the Senatorial race.

ceded; he is eminently fair and just in his intentions and is am- 
bitious to serve the whole people to the best of his ability.

odorous. Heney is shallow, vindictive and notoriously unfair. 
His reckless disregard of truth is equally notorious. He is vain, 
egotistical and consumed with a passion to be in the limelight. 
His salient characteristics are precisely the reverse of whatsis 
needed in the executive chair. 


But there is no danger of his being elected Governor—cer- 


lainly not with John Eshelman against him. Eshelman is a hard 
man for anybody to beat Heney is an easy man for anybody to 
defeat. But if Congressman Kent should get in the fight for 
Senator against Johnson, it would mean a break in the Progres- 
sive ranks.

According to the .Chronicle, the revenue of the San Fran- 


cisco Harbor Commission, from port dues, has increased two 
per cent, while the expense of collection and administration has 
increased one hundred and ten per cent. This is a bad showing 
•for the marine commerce of San Francisco and an infinitely 
worse showing for the Dwyer board, if the facts are as stated. 
We hope the Chronicle is in error because the harbor of San 
Fmnr»i<;ro is under State control, and if the management be ex- 
travagant the whole State suffers. It is to be said, however, 
that the Harbor Commission is doing an enormous amount of 
constructive work, providing facilities to accommodate the in- 
creased shipping that will come to the port after the Panama 
canal is opened. It is not fair to charge up any of the incidental 
cost of making these improvements to the expense of adminis- 
tering the port and the collection of dues. We do not know that 
this has been done, but we suspect that the showing is not un- 
biased for the reason that it was not made in a spirit of candid

plaa is interesting to those in the ama-'.| 
teur world, for it directly concerns the 
power "f the Amateur Athletic Union, j 
sport in the United Slates, 
] 
This scheme contemplates the organ!- ; 
zation of a body to be known by fhe' 
name of "The American Federation of 
Amateur Sports," or some similar name". : 


The members of this federation sfaall 
tc of such recognized and reputable "or- 
SE^izr-tlons as control or which are or- 
ganized to control within the territory 
over which the federation has jurisdic- 
tion one or more than one of such out- 
door or indoor sport which has or have 
become generally recognized as an es- 
tabHsheS method of athletic competition. 
Membership should not be open to such 
organizations as exist merely for 
the 
purpose of giving 
encouragement 
to 
sports or pastimes, and to no organiza- 
tion which, directly or indirectly, does 
not hold each year, competitions in the 
Sports over which it has jurisdiction. 
The objects of thip federation shall be 
to agree on - fundamental rules of ama- 
teurism. That is: 
That an amateur is one who com- 
petes for sports' sake. or. as laid down 
in the rule recently accepted by the 
International federation, the follow'ing: 
First—An amateur is one who com- 


Secondi—Competing for money or other 
pecuniary reward In any sport makes 
the competitor a professional 
in all 
eports. 


Third—In track and field 
athlette 
sports one who knowingly competes with 
or against, a professional thereby be- 
comes a -professional. 


Fourth—In the event of an amateur 
competing with or against a professional 
in sports other than track and 
field 
athletics, or for monev or ottier pecuni- 
ary, reward, ihen the member of the fed- 
eration to which the athlete belongs shall 
ce the judge of such competitor's status 
according- to its own rules, and, its cer- 
tificate as to the competitor's 
status 
shall be accepted by all other members 
of the federation. 


Fifth—One who teaches, 
trains 
or 
coaches in any sport for money or other 


pecuniary considerations is a. profession- 
al. except, however, that an employe or 
representative of any school or other 
educational institution, 
who 
teaches, 


vocation or •employment, may or 


may not be a professional, as the mem- 
ber of the federation governing 
such 
sport shall Qccioe.. 


Thc dntios of the f«5/>r3tion shall be 
to encourage amateur sports and pas- 
times. to admit no member which is 
not well qualified for membership, and 
to drop from membership any organiza- 
tion which becomes inactive or does not 
live up to the standard of the federa- 
tion. to m»et at 'east on^e a yogr to 
discuss matters having to do with ama- 
teur sport in general. 'and with the af- 
fairs of any of its members in particu- 
lar. 


The federation shall have a board of 
governors or directors, which shall b« 
composed, of representatives of Its mem- 
tcrs. ar.a which board 
v.-iU have the 
power to decidfe any questions v.-nich 
may be presented to it by any mem- 
bers of the federation, and must sit as 
a court of last resort on all 
appeals 
which may be made to it on the fun- 
damental 
questions 
of 
amateurism 
which hare been agreefl upon.
